He did 
so, explaining clearly the advan- 
tage from a permanent roadwaj' 
through the seven counties. .\ll 
have joined in the work and it is 
now up to .Madison. 'I'lu federal 
laws governing; allotment of fed- 
eral road fmids. provideH that fed- 
I i.il .lie! I'or .'i liij^liway can only 
111' L;i;inted if the highway begins 
at an established federal project 

.and ends at one. The proposed 
highway begins on the western 
.branch of the Dixie Highway at 
Munfordville. and is planned t<p 
end with the !ii\ic !M;;!i\\;iy h(r( 
both federal hif;hways.

English Gets Ships 

(Tly AsHorlatod I'roaa) 

Washington, Dec. 26— By di 
rection of President Wilson, for 
nier German passenger carrying 
ships of the Itnperatiir group, 
now in New ^ ork harbor, are to 
be delivered to Cireat Britain, the 
Shipping Board announced today. 

The Iniperatort the second larg- 
est ship aiToat, already has been 
delivered. Six others will be turn- 
ed over. 'J'lie President's rccoiur 
mend.-ition is based on ;i report of 
the .St.ite Department which 
found the United States had no 
right to ret.iin the vessels beyond 
the period of their service in 
bringing back .American troops. 
The inter-allied commission ar- 
ranged to get he vessels out of 
German harbors following the 
armistice and allocated them to 
the United States. The Presi- 
dent's order ends the controversy 
over title to the vessels.

are said to be retailing it any- 
where from $10 to .'?20 a quart.
